Tbo average iiidiH\;ronco of mankind to 
religious mattura mid the principles and 
practice inculcated by theology is only 
equalled by their jealousy in support of 
conflicting religious dogmas and unani- 
mity with which they conclude to "liato 
each other for the lovo of God." A man 
may change his politics, divorce his wife, 
iind oven provide himself with a new 
mother-in-law. and escape with a moder- 
ate amount of crilioism; but should ho 
conscientiou.ily change his church ho may 
expect Considerable abuse. But a man's 
religious opinions ought to bo regarded 
as his own personal concern inasmuch as 
they have generally more to do witli the 
next world tlian tliis. The Standard is 
mucli exercised by the remarks of 'TJie 
Volixnist concerning its course with regard 
to the article in the Mainland Onardian 
in connection with Mr. Robson'a alleged 
public avowal of adherence to the Metho- 
dist churcli (shown elsewhere to bo un- 
true) and the satisfaction he had 
found in connection therewith. But the 
Standard's article of yesterday alFords 
voluntary evidence on the part of that 
journal that The Colonist was not far 
wrong in accusing it of insulting the 
Methodist denomination . It states tlio 
Guardian simply set forth "the liypocrisy 
of a hardened case." How does the 
t^tatulard know that i Yet it may possi- 
bljf know more than other people, from 
its own intimate personal knowledge of at 
least one hardened case, and on the 
same grounds it may bo inclined to take 
a despairing view of Mr. Ilobson's tuture 
and conclude " that lie wi!l never re- 
form," and that "he is too far gone in 
iniquity." This m&y be a natural view 
for the editor of the Standard to take 
from personal experience, but it in neither 
cheerful, wise nor just. A man may 
have belonged to a churcli conventionally 
for eighteen years without the slightest 
misgiving as to his being a wicked sin- 
uor, and many people who never go to 
church at all suOer from similar obtuse- 
ness. But in such a case Iho church hiay 
not bo suitable to a man's condition, and 
if he makes a change from which ho re- 
ceives benefit and ho thinks proper to 
make a frank avowal, oven if at the 
eleventh hour, it is nobody's business, — 
not even that of the pious editors of the 
Onardian and Standard. As to the 
Standard, the heading of its article "Re- 
ligion and Politics," is a sutficiont indi- 
cation of tho matter which troubled the 
writer; it was tho politics of Mr. Robson 
that aillictcd tho Standard and his reli- 
gious views wore made a convenient 
means of abuse. Of course it is very 
easy to aacribo a vaiioty of doubtful mo- 
tives to a man uii r.ncli an occasion, but 
there is always a gUMt risk in doing so. 
Tho cloak of hypocrisy is not a desirable 
garment for a man to bo detected under ; 
but at any rate it indicates a sense of 
shame for the reality beneath, a^ there 
aro some men oven really worse tlian tho 
hypocrite, for while they are as bad as ho 
is they have lost all sense of shame for 
tho evil courses they pursue and disdain 
any cloak at all. Those who live in glass 
houses should not throw stones, and if 
the editor of the Statidard would join tho 
Methodist Church, and make a frank 
and public avowal of moral rofortnntion, 
instead of charging others who had done 
HQ with hypocrisy and asserting that 
their salvation is ne.xt to an impossibility, 
it is likely that oven from a worldly point 
of view, to .say nothing nf moral and spir- 
itual benefit, the usefulncsn of tlie paper 
and its editor would bo materially in- 
cronsed instead of being ip the "gone" con- 
dition in which they a re "at present. 

THE POWDER ~EX PLOSION. 

The explosion by which Mr. J. T. .loncs 
was killed and his son injured, was the 
result of bad packing or careless stowage. 
The son says liis father saw tho wheels 
strike a stone and emit sparks which 
caught a stream of powdor that (lowed 
from the bottom of the wagon and c-iused 
tho explosicn. Another teamster, upon 
unloading, found a bucket or two of louse 
powder in the bottom of his wagon ! This 
is a dreadful condition of affairs. Powder, 
unless well secured, should bo refused 
transportation either by steamboat or 
wagon. There should be a government 
inspector appointed to examine tho haz- 
ardous freight before it is handled. 

TBB CLOTURE. 

This measure has virtually passed tho 
imperial parliament. Its p;i3sage will 
render impossible tho employment of ob- 
structive tactics in the house. A finiple 
majority may decide that a question un- 
der debate is urgent, whereupon all de- 
bate will cease and the measure must go 
to a vote. The conservatives fought very 
hard against the adoption of the rule; but 
woro defeated by a largo majority. 
Twenty Irish members declined to v<ite.

THE POWDER UCPLOSION. 

PULL PiiETIOTTLARS OP THE OC- 
Sad FaeMas^tlie .Catiso.

Saturday afternoon, while coming down 
the road 44 miles up we mot Messrs. Dart 
Benton and others going up with Mr. J. 
T. Jones' body. Tiie burial was to be 
where his family resides at Grand Prai- 
rie. Arriving at Mr. Benton's 42 mile 
house, we found the young man, Wm. H. 
Jones in bed, and in the course of the 
evening he wa'j able to explain the sad 
explosion. " The team consisted of nine 
horses, largo wagon .tnd tender; loaded at 
12 mile Hat with C;^ tons of black powder 
fur the railway. Starting early ]a.?t 
weelc by Tuesday evening the' '32 mile 
post was made, and as the roads were 
iie.ivy 1500 pounds wero left; while un- 
loading noticed that the seals had got off 
some uf the cans. Had heard that the 
cans were bound to chafo and leak. While 
moving on Wednesday about 11 a.m., was 
in the saddle when the explosion took 
place; was pitched into the air and fell 
on the road about 25 yaids from the 
place of e.vi)lo3ioii . Wlicu becoming con- 
8i;iou3 saw persons around; felt badly 
hurt, but father was sutl'ering and hel|ied 
him to get oil his gloves and part of iiia 
clothing that was considerably burnt. 
Tile men wiio came to our assistance also 
helped. Fatlier and I started for Mr. 
Benton's, over two mile.'i aliead. Wo 
liutli siillered i)ain, but finally got to the 
house. Mr. Benton did what he could 
for us and left a man to take care of us 
while he went for Dr. Tunstall toLytton; 
the doctor came in throe hours after the 
explosion. Fatlicr was walking at tliu 
hind wagon, holding the back action 
brake, and saw the wlicel of the forward 
wagon rise upon u stone and slipping off 
strike a spark while the powder was 
leaking through the bottom of the wagon, 
and immediately the flame arose to tlie 
bottom of the wagon, and the explosion 
followed. Father was knocked oil the 
road, and when 1 got up he came near 
me when we li^ft the place as stated." 

Tho wheel horses wore badly burned 
and had to be killed; tho next two were 
severely injured, but they were in Mr. 
Benton's stable and it was thought they 
might recover. The other five escaped 
serious injury. 

The horses broke away from the wagon 
and were stopped by Messrs. D. Smith of 
Clinton, who was on tho road, and Mr. J. 
W. Moighan, who had a load of powder 
a quarter of a mile ahead, where he soon 
after unloaded upon the side of the road, 
nnd in doing so found nearly two buckets 
full in the bottom of bis wagon 1 Others 
now tell of liko experience in drawing 
powder. 

Mr. Jones died at Jfr. Benton's Thurs- 
day, but the knowledge was kept from 
William, whc appeared pretty low on the 
morning of tho 5th when wo left. He 
was carefully attended by Mr. HonryCur- 
rio, who did all in his power for the de- 
cea.sed Mr. Jones. As the tlaino was at 
William's bauk, not like his father hav- 
ing it in the face and inlialing it, it is 
hoped his internal injury ia not severe, 
and being a young man ho may soon re- 
cover. 

Viewing the scene of disaster we found 
the wagons about 75 feet ahead of the 
place where the explosion occurred, upset 
upuii their aides, back wagon and hind 
wheels of the first one a few feet lower 
than the road, while the front wheels 
rested upon a log and tongue broken. 
The running gear appeared uninjured, as 
well as the bottoms of the wagons, while 
the sides and ends wero shattered. 
Around the place where the explosion 
took place wore to bo seen fragments of 
empty powder cans in every direction for 
one hundred feet back. 



Fuifdt Sound. 

Willie on her way from Snohomish, on 
Thursday evening, loaded heavily with 
shingles, hidos, briclc and njisoollaneous 
freight, the steainor Chelialia was caught 
in a blow near ten mile point, and having 
but little power alio was unable to stem 
the storm, and absolutely drifted on the 
beach stern first. The passengers gath- 
ered up their baggage and took refuge for 
the night at tho residence of Mr. Brack- 
ett, who lives near by the scone of the 
disaster, The fifeamer floundered around 
the beach for a while, and finally her 
house was shaken oil', and went to pieces. 
Pieces of the wreck wore strewn along 
the beach for two miles, as also were tlie 
shingles. However, a greater portion of 
the cargo can be savetl. Tlie passengers 
walked into town. 

Capt. ^V^!). Bailey, abput years old, 
mate of tho stenmer Biz, fell from Yos- 
ler's wharf to the deck of that vessel at 
ten o'olook night before last. Ho struck 
on the left side of his head, nnd death en- 
sued almost immediately.

ago-s ant! r, adiments. 'I'hia lood, whoa 
<ligested, is taken into tlio system by 
blood-vessels. Fuc persons, and espe- 
cially for workingmen, in thia climate, 
moats are the most easily digested, and, 
ut the Bftuie time, are most nourishing 
food. Tripe is the easiest and pork ia 
the hardest to digest. Among vegeta- 
bles, rica and boiled cabbage are tho 
extremes. Any thing that is fried in 
fat is extremely indigestible. Milk con- 
tains tho five ingredients referred to 
above, and so is really "all sufHoient." 
Jlothera make a great mistake in trying 
lo i!uluc(.> int'iult.'i under two years ol 
n;^e to oat starchy food, for thero is no 
alkaline thiid in the stomach of .an in- 
fant, by which tho Btarcli can bo 
changed into sugar, and so infused into 
tho ayatem, It has been estimated that 
a man working in tho open air daily 
needs tlfteeu ounces of meat, eighteen 
of bread, three and oae>linlf of butter, 01 
fat, and tlfty-ouo of water. An ex- 
ces.s of starchy food is to bo carefully 
avoided. Men who IiuikUo lead ought 
to abstain from alcohol, for, if too much 
is taken, tho kidneys, which throw off 
the poison of the lead, are likely to be- 
come diseased. 

To Avoid Cold, — Thoro is but ono 
way to keep tho body healthfully warm, 
and that is to wear sullicient clothing, 
dressing diU'erently as tho weather 
chuiiges. On cold, rainy days one re- 
quires thicker clothing than when tho 
Buu pours d&wn, hot and sultry. It is a 
popular idea in this country that if wo 
weiu- specially warm clothing in tho 
house, our ulsters nnd great coats will 
nlVord us no extra protection when wo 
go out. But this is disiirovcd by every 
one's experience, if jjooplo will only 
think of tho facts which liave como 
within their own observation. Most per- 
sons must have noticed that, after sitting 
in a theater which ia iusufiicieutly heat- 
ed, and getting chilled to a greater or 
less degree, the puttiug on of coats and 
cloaks wiien going out seoins to have no 
ell'ect, and tlie chill which remains ia 
apt to result in a severe cold. On tho 
other hand, if an overcoat is kept on in 
a cold theater, so that tUo wearer feels 
comfortable, hia warmth continues after 
ho gtK2s out, and the change of tempera- 
ture does not bring tho expected ell'ect, 
notwithstanding that no addition is mado 
to clothing. Such an experience as this 
should oouviiico us tlmt the wearing of 
clothing made especially for warmth 
should not bo coullned to tho opou air, 
but that tho indoor draughts and occa- 
sional chilliue.HSj to which every ono ia 
more or less subject, should be provided 
against by always wearing warm oloth< 
ing, in tho form either of an extra suit 
of llauuols. or of au outer coat or dress- 
ing gown. 

Toothsome Hi.vra. — It ia natural for 
some people to have betterteeth than oth- 
ers, but uU must give attention to their 
cleansing and oth-^r trcutniaiit if they 
would have good teeth in old age. A 
moderately stirt brush Kh(.iuk] bo used 
thoroughly at least twice a day-r— morn- 
ing and night. Scft water (blood-warm) 
and a mere ^aato of tho best soap — white 
cubtile, for instance — aro the only re- 
quisites beside tho brush. Powders, 
aro generally injurious to tbo enamel, 
and 80 ore .the much-advertiBei\ liquid 
mixtures. Slioug ncid.M, like lomon- 
juice, aTe destructive, na'd the mingling 
of hot aud cold food or drink at meals ia 
very harmful. Use, however, on hard, 
nutritious food, like wcll-liaked Graham 
bread aud crackois, promotes tooth- 
gruwth ; while soft, watery food tonds 
to weaken the teeth. It is ;iow the 
opinion of leading deatisfa in Europe 
aud this country that tho rea8o:i thero 
is so much tooth decay in oaiiy life ia 
in a lingo degree owiu^' to tho soft ma-, 
terials given to children ns food, which 
are awallowed with Bci^i'ooly any chew-, 
ing. On the uppc-u-ance of decay a. den- 
tist should be employed. Maoh tooth- 
soiie i^duo to indigestion and conatitu-. 
tioual debility, and ruiicli so-cidled 
" neiiralgiii " uiay traced to decayed, 
carious teeth. Curo iu tho matter o( 
diet, fiiid watchfuhu^a-i with regard to 
the condition of Uie teeth, would savo 
people a vast deal of suU'yiiiig and ex- 
pense. ^
